Bleriot. his most formidable com- 


petitor, made the distance in 15 mln-

Curtis took advantage of favorable 


weather conditions this morning and 
alter a trial lap which he covered >n 
7 minutes 55 1-5 seconds he made his 
official record. He did the first hip in 
7. minutes 57 2-5 seconds and the sec- 
ond in 7 minutes 53 1-5 seconds. Each 
lap measures 6.21 miles and Curtiss 
broke all previous records. 


Bleriot waited until a late hour in 


the afternoon before flying. He made 
his first round in 7 minutes 57 3-5 sec- 
onds which Is still 2-5 of a second be- 
hind the best time made by' Curtis.

with him. Bleriot made a trial with 
his big machine, but his time was 7 
minutes 5S 1-5 seconds, slower than 
any one of Curtiss' rounds. 


Wright .Machine Was Slow. 


• Shortly after 
11-o'clock 
Lefcbvre 


with a Wright bi-plane, made an effort 
but his speed was manifestly inferior, 
and at the last turn of the final round 
he lost considerably by swinging out 
too far. 
This obliged him to take a

Bleriot upon the advice of Santos- 


Dumont, removed his four-bladed and 
substituted a two-bladed propeller. He 
then made another trial and the time 
of 8 minutes 14- 2-5 seconds proving 
unsatisfactory, the machine was taken 
back to the shed.

custody at the Calumet club, which is 
his Chicago home. His arrest was a 
surprise to his acquaintances .both in 
and out of. Chicago. The banker read- 
ily gave a $20,000 bond before United 
States^ Commissioner. Foote. 


* Bank Examiner Active. 


The arrest of the financier was due 


to the activity ot an Indiana state bank 
examiner, who. In checking over the 
Institution a few days before the dis- 
appearance of Cashier Marker early in 
July, discovered that the $24,252.50 had 
been checked out to the president by- 
draft. 
So far as the examiner could 


learn, there was no reason why the 
money should have been paid out to 
the president, the records of the bank 
having failed to reveal that the insti- 
tution was indebted to Its"president in 
that sum. The examiner placed the 
apparent discrepancy before' the fed- 
eral officials, and the arrest of Shirk 
folloxved. 


Shirk was astounded by the action of 


the federal officials. 
At the Calumet 


club last night, eight hours after the 
arrest, he had not entirely recovered 
from the effects of the shock. His at-

SUNDAY IN THE CHURCHES. 


The Christian religion Is not mere- 


ly a philosophy. It is a dlrlwly re- 
vealed rule ot life. The Church Is not 
a uniTersity. It Is a technical school. 
The function of the preacher Is to 
teach men how to take the raw ma- 
terial of life and build it into charac- 
ter. 


In the Sermon on the Mount Christ 


lays down the great fundamental prin- 
ciples which should *uide His follow- 
ers. He closes by telling His hear- 
ers that those who not only bear His 
words but do them are like a vise 
man who built his house upon a rock. 
When "the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house" it stood. But 
those who hear without attempting to 
practice are like a foolish man who 
built his house upon the sand. When 
the time of testing came his house 
fell. 
There are many such to-day, 


men and women whose religion Is 
that of hearing only. 


There is a story told of a certain 


new farm hand who was Instructed 
by his employer to feed his favorite 
horse some corn "on the ear." Ha 
was discovered some hours later en- 
deavoring to pour the grain into the 
ears 'of the unfortunate animal. .We 
cannot get any vital religion through 
the ears only. The truths of Chris- 
tianity must be digested and made a 
part of our very life before they can 
nourish us. The only way to accom 
pliah this is to practice them. Many 
Christians fail when temptation comes 
because they are only hearing Chris- 
tians. 
They go to church regularly. 


They are familiar with the tenets ol 
the particular religious body to which 
they belong, but they have never prac- 
ticed what they hear. They are like 
students at a technical school who 
have listened to many • lectures about 
the general principles and tools of 
their trade, but have never actually 
taken those tools to hand and experi- 
mented with them. 


The man who thinks that merely 


hearing the gospel preaciied makes 
him a Christian and will bring him 
salvation has a bitter disappointment 
In store. St. James says, "Be ye doers 
of the Word, and not bearers only, de- 
ceiving your own selves." Hearing Is 
Important as a first step. 'Faith com- 
eth by hearing," Faith is Important 
as a foundation. But "faith without 
works Is dead." One cannot erect ai 
substantial building without a good 
foundation, but how sad It is to see ai 
strong foundation wtlh no superstruc- 


lopej. Many a man has been dlsap- 
)o!nted in his religion because his, 
Christianity has consisted of faith! 
without works, foundation without a 
)uildlng, hearing without doing. 


Let us be practical. Do not be like 
ie man who built his house upon the 
sand. ^Toln the ranks of the real dls- 
ulples. Be learners. Handle the tools 
of your religion. Practise the con- 
itruction of character. Begin by put- 
ting at least one principle of Christi- 
anity to use. Do at least one kind act 
each day. Try to conquer some one 
fault 
Go to some Christian leader 


and ask him to allow you to help in 
his work. He will give you an oppor- 
tunity. And as you become more fa- 
miliar with the tools of your Christian 
profession God will set you harder 
tasks and will give you at the same 
time greater Joy In your religion. Tour 
spiritual house will be founded upon 
a rock.

To cleanse, a strong ho 
surls should be made, hotter than the 
bath for washing -blankets, and

pillows Immersed. They may be soap 
ed all over and allowed to 
remaii 


some time entirely covered with th 
water. They should be soused up an 
down until clean and afterward rins< 
in several waters, changing ''gradual! 
from hot to cold. 


Of course, 
pillows cannot 
stanc 


much wringing: therefore they must 
drip when pinned on the line and must 
be securely fastened, 
using 
several 


clothes pins. After several hours, the 
pillows should be taken 
down 
and 


pinned up again at opposite end. It 
this is done frequently, the drying pro- 
cess will be quicked as well as 'more 
even.

A clerkship in n country store, the snialler and 


more remote the store the better, has been a very 
common stepping stoue among successful merchauts. 
Cue who reads the biographies of the great merchant 
princes of the country is almost convinced that a man 
Is greatly handicapped who has not one day swept 
out one of these modest establishments. Mr. John 
Arcbbnld. of Standard Oil fame, is a conspicuous 
example of this numerous company. Born of Scotch 
parents in Steubenville, Ohio, about sixty-six years 
ago, young Archbold found himself while a mere boy 
face to face with a very practical question. He had re- 
ceived some schooling in I'itusville, 1'a. 
Without 


capital or friends in the great outside world who 
might assist Mm bis opportunities were naturally 
limited. 
From the very first his ambition -vas to 


enter trade. His work in the country, store was at 
first of the humblest nature, as that of boys in country 
stores Is likely to lie. His genius even ii> such narrow 
boundaries soon; asserted itself and he was .rapidly 
advanced. 


Meanwhile his Scotch thrift had led him to amass 


from his limited income a small working capital. 
.When oil was struck in this region young Archbold 
Invested his savings in the oil fields and made money 
from the first. His capital and his influence grew 
rapidly. The grocery store^ was abandoned. 


When -the Kockefellers came to absorb the small 


dealers throughout Pennsylvania Mr. Archbold's in- 
terests were large enough to attract their attention, 
while his record recommended bim as a man worth 
having among their forces. 
Mr. Archbold's rise 


within the great Trust has been phenomenal. To-day 
his great wealth and influence in many lines of activ- 
ity and his many benefactions to charity-and educa- 
tion have'made his name familiar the world over.' . 


Vreeland a Grocer's Boy. 


Mr. Herbert Harold Vreeland, president of the Met- 


ropolitan Street Railway Company, a congeries of 
companies that-he was largely instrumental in unit- 
ing and converting to the most modern system of elec- 
tric, traction, is food of telling how he rose from the 
ranks.- Be -was the. son of a preacher—poor, of 
course—in the Mohawk Valley, ana .the education he 
was to get from schools was practically over at thir- 
teen, .when he started driving a grocer's wagon. Bis 
first railroad job was loading gravel on construction 
trains, of the Lake Shore liailroad. Switch tender and 
tie inspector were subsequent employments; then at 
eighteen he entered the service of the Long Island 
Railroad and passed through every grade of the trans- 
portation department to freight and passenger con- 
ductor. . 


The-New York and Northern Railroad offered Mm 


better chances of advancement, .if not more wages, 
and he-went with that company as conductor. Before 
he' resigned to connect himself with the street rail- 
way system of the metropolis Mr. Vreeland had ad- 
vanced to be general manager of the New York and 
Northern. This was in 1803,. and about that time Mr. 
Vreeland met Mr. William 0. Whitney. 


The association of these men was profitable to both. 


to the works. Later his work attracted the attention 
t>* Andrew Carnegie aud he was rapidly advanced. 
Qis position to-day at the head of the Steel Trust Is 
one of the most responsible and exacting as well as 
lucrative In the eutlre industrial world. 


Schwab's Si a Day. 


A dollar a day was also the Srst was:e received by 


Charles M. Schwab from a stevl company. It was for 
driving stakes, and be was then a smmg youth of 
nineteen. He had earned money bvftire then working 
for neighboring farmers at Ills home hi I^ovettfc, in the 
Allegheny Mountains, and driving a coach which car- 
ried the malls to and from (Jresson, I'a. 


His earlier days then were those of a hardy. Intelli- 


gent country bi>y. in his family surrouuUiuss there 
was plainness withou' poverty. He went to school— 
i;ood schools, ho has said—aud at sixteen he was gnid- 
uateU from St. Frauds' College. Krom these scb(M>ls 
young Schwab attained quite as much as could have 
been expected, but no more. There were books to bo 
read, ana lie rend them; but his tastes were not those 
of a student of books. In him iherc was an element 
of dash, vigor and enterprise which was at variance 
with scholarly ways. 


In close alliance with the Impetuosity of his tem- 


perament was another strong characteristic; which 
quickly showed itself. 
TliU was the disposition to 


study and the power to rapidly master the means of 
developing a large manufacturing industry. Already 
he saw what the steel future was liki'ly to bi\ ami he 
intended somehow to ally himself with it The best 
menus of doing this, he decided, was to become a civil 
engineer. 


To Captsln Jones, one of the superintendents in the 


Edgar Thomson Steel Works of the Carnegie com- 
pany, he confided his ambition. The result was the 
dollar n day referred to. It was a most modest begin- 
ning, but lu a year he was Captain J ones' chief as-

Ilia parc-ufci. natives of Yorkshire, England, had

After that he fouud time 
to atieud night school for two winters, but here his 
formal academic education c*ascd. The young black- 
smith eam>> to Amerii-a In 1800. when he became a 
local preacher in the Methodist Church. Something of 
the energy aud directness of his early occupation crept 
Into iiis style aud method and he soon attracted at- 
tention. 
After sev.-ral years spent In Philadelphia 


the youug preacher went to Chicago, later to return 
at the height of his popularity to settle permaueiiUy in 
New York. 


From Printer to College President. 


Among college presidents or professors the self- 


made man. in the literal meaning of the phrase. Is 
necessarily very rare, it will come as a surprise to 
Now Yorkers to hoar that President John Houston 
Finley, »f the College of the City of New York, may 
be Included In this classification. The long training 
necessitating college, university and post-graduate 
courses forms a wellnigh hopeless barrier for the poor 
or even moderately prosperous boy. Finley was born 
on a remote farm near ftidge Coff, 111., about fifty 
years ago. 


He was brought up on the farm, only enjoying such 


limited educational advantages as the local public 
school allowed. On entering the high school he man- 
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entered tha General Electric Company. His first posi- 
tion was little above that of a common laborer. Four 
years later he was the head of the experimental 
laboratory, with, a salary he was permitted to name 
himself. 


A few years Inter, when the present company was 


incorporated, With all its enormous- interests, the 
directors announced that they considered Stemmetz 
their most valuable asset, lu addition -to his bewil- 
dering round of duties Sreiiimetx. finds time to lecture 
in X'Tnion College, as well as to write a number of 
books wnich are considered authoritative In the world 
of electricity. 


Shoeless Hudson Maxim.

gives about his early career. He was nine years of 
age beiore be could read or write aud be was fifteen

. Scarcely fifteen years after the acquirement of the

no one could know Mr. Whitney and remain provin-

He 
has been able to retain pre-eminence among chnngiug 
conditions. 


"Bill" Corey, of Homestead. 


From the great army of men enlisted in the steel 


industries about Pittsburg a surprising number have 
risen from the ranks to positions of great wealth and 
influence. Twenty-five years ago there was nothing 
to distinguish William B. Corey—"BUI" Corey, as he 
was known—from thousands of other workers in the 
Homestead plant He received SJ a day for his ser- 
vices and he was obliged to-work -very hard for it 
He was the son of a hard working coal dealer and was 
obliged to shift for himself very early in his career. 


From the Orst, however, he two ambitions above his 


work, and for several years found titnc and energy. 
to attend night school. Here he studied chemistry 
and laid the foundations for his rapid advancement 
His talents were soon recognized and he was pro- 
moted to be a foreman. Ue bad the reputation ot 
getting more out of His men thaa any other foreman 
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sistant. In seven years he was chief of the engineer's 
department and under bis direction th« famous plant 
at Homestead was built, 
la 1S'J2 he -was superin- 


tendent of the' Homestead works—a mighty stride to 
have been made ID a little more than ten years. 


While he was making it—and. in fact, dating from 


almost the first day of his menial employment with 
the steel company—the strongest poiut ot his charac- 
ter began to manifest itself. This was his marvellous 
capacity for winning the confidence of the meu who 
came ID contact with him. His way of meeting people 
was hearty and inspiring. His aims were open and 
he usually succeeded in getting others to hope for 
success for him. Meantime he never swerved from 
his ambition: he hnd determined to perfect himself as 
a producer of steel, aud his ambition grew as he was 
compelled to measure himself with other men. 


Everybody knows bow the country boy succeeded— 


how he became president of the Carnegie company in 
1897 and toe first president of the merged corpora- 
tions, the United States Steel Corporation, in laot. He 
is now president of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
and worth it is probable he docs not know birnself how 
many millions, as he is as active in philanthropy as 
in biisine*o-

How to Keep Infants 


Healthy in Summer 


Food Must be Given Begularly—Bottles Kept Clean 


—Cool Garments Worn. .. 


If baby Is 
to be healthy In hot 


weather his blood must be kept cool. 
And digestion, as well as garments, 
play a most important part in estab- 
lishing and preserving this state. For 
Instance, he must be fed exactly on 
ime, no matter what Is delayed be- 
cause of the preparation of his food. 
And the most scrupulous care must be 
taken in the cleaning of the bottles 
and nipples he uses. The latter, each 
:ime after a nursing, must be turned 
nside out and cold water run through 
them. 
After that a cleansing with a 


soft wet brush, and then the rubber 
tops must be dropped Into a basin of 
cold boracic acid water ajid left until 
needed. A teaspoonful of this powder 
to a basin of water is a good propor- 
tion. 


Bottles, 
if cleaned properly, must 


first be rinsed 
In cold 
water. 
Hot 


water will make the milk adhere to the 
glass, and when it sticks It is difficult 
to remove.

CENSUS OF RELIGIOUS BODIES

Church Members Number Nearly Thirty-Three Millions in United 


States—Fewer Males In the Church Than Females—Interesting 
Pacts. 


Washington, 
Aug. 
2S.~That 
the 


church members in the United States 
numbered nearly thirty-three millions 
in 1906; that there were a billion and 
a quarter, dollars invested In church 
edifices; that every day eight 
new 


churches sent their spires skyward; 
that males formed considerably less 
than half the total cliurch member- 
ship; that a larger percentage of Cath- 
olic-males than Protestant males were 
members; that in 16 states the major- 
ity of the total church 
membership 


were Roman Catholic; but that of the 
grand i,otal- of church members reprot- 
ed for the United States 61.G per cent, 
were Protestants and 36.7 per cent. 
Roman Catholics; these are the salient 
and conspicuous facts appearing 
in 


the proof sheets of a United States 
Census Bureau bulletin, prepared by 
Chief Statistician William C. Hunt of 
the division of population, of the Unit- 
ed States Census Bureau. 


The bulletin will be

month. It is in the nature of an ab- 
stract of the comprehensive 
report, 


now In press, givmg the results of the 
fifth census of. Religious Bodies in the 
United States. 
Fewer Male Than Female Members. 


It is stated that United States Cen- 


sus statistics of church membership 
by sex were collected for 
the 
first 


time in 1906. Of the total number of 
members reported by the various re- 
ligious bodies and classified by sex. 


43.1 per cent, were males and 56.9' per 
cent, females. 
Among the Protestants 


the difference was greater, only 39.3 
per cent, being males. In the Roman 
Catholic churches there were relative- 
ly more males, the number forming 
49.3 per cent, of 'the total membership. 


Fewer males 
than 
females 
were 


found, among the Latter-day Saints, 
the Lutherans, Disciples, Methodists, 
Baptists, Presbyterians, and 
Protes- 


tant Episcopalians, the percentages of 
male members-decreasing in the order 
shown, and there being -but 35.5 per 
cent, male among the 
Episcopalians. 


Among the Christian Scientists, only 
27.6 per cent were males; and of the 
Shakers but 21.3 per cent; but, in the 
Greek Orthodox church, 93.9 per cent, 
were male, as practically all Greek im- 
migrants have been males. 
Proportion of Members in Population. 


Of the total estimated population of 


continental United States in 1906, the 
church members formed 39.1 per cent 
as .against 32.7 per .cent, 
for 
1590, 


amounting to 6.4 per cent more in 
1906'than in 1890. Of this 0.4 per cent 
increase, the Roman Catholic church 
is credited with 4.4 per cent, and the 
Protestants with .1.8 per cent: the 
remainder being divided

are many every year. For Instance, 
the old time machine poured the grain 
out In a trickling stream and one man 
stood by the spout and placed a bushel 
measure under the stream, leveling 
the top with a board when the measure 
was full and tnllylng the record on a 
piece of plni-. It was a dreary and mo- 
notonous task :iml the chance for error 
was large. 
When 
the thresherman. 


who was Interested In having every 
bushel recorded, because on the num- 
ber depended his pay. had doubt of the 
accuracy lie also had a watcher, and 
two men were needed for the compara- 
tively simple task. 


The modern machine does all this 


automatically. The grain comes to a 
spout and elevator, Is weighed as It is 
delivered and the discharge Is made di- 
rectly Into a waiting wagon. 
When 


the day Is over an accurate record of 
the bushels threshed Is shown on the 
register. 


So wlih -tho feeding of the sheaves 


Into the noisy maw of the big machine. 
Once a man stood with eyes protected 
by huge goggles with knife In hand 
and cut the, bands as he fed the grain 
head foremost Into the cylinder a few 
Inches In front of and below him. Once 
In a while a careless slip would land 
the feeder In tho whirring machine 
to meet death; sometimes there would 
be a piece of iron or a Htone in the 
bundle—a 
crash, a piece of flying 


easting and perhaps death for some 
of the workers. 


Now a self-feeder Is placed on the 


front of the machine, and the grain 
is pitched Into it by ordinary laborers 
on the stacks and is broken into bits 
by the machinery before being fed into 
the cylinder that Is to take out thi 
kernels of wheat.

he bill. 


Then tho expense of the management 


s not to be considered lightly by the 
nan who has his all tied up in a ma- 
chine and engine. This Is his schedule 
of daily outgo: Interest. $6; deprecia- 
tion. $10.50; board and cook, $7; en- 
gineer, $3; separator man, $2.50; water 
lauler and team, $2.50; coal. $4; six 
pitchers at $1.50 ouch, $9; oil, break- 
age and incidentals, $1; owner, $2—to- 
tal, $47.50. 


This means that he must average 


475 bushels of wheat every day before 
he is even with the game, and that Is 
a steady hustle. Little wonder that the 
business is not such a bonanza as It 
looks to the outsider, who sees only the 
outside of the management.

She worked mtirely by rule and fol-

trail along1 on the ground like vines 
The pods vary in length from four u 
twelve inches. 


The colors arc as various as those 


of 
the 
rainbow—white, red, green 


brown, pink, purple, black or mottled 


In shape they also differ; some are 


round, others flat or kidney shaped. 


The time for maturing ranges from 


sixty clays to three or four months: 
Time for sowing—any time after the 
ground becomes warm will do. 
For 


early, about May 20, and for the late 
fall uses, about tho middle of July, in 
latitude 41 degrees. This latter sowing 
should be of the later sort. 


Drilling the seed is preferable when 


hay is wanted. 


After corn is laid by cow peas arc 


drilled in between rows and they will 
yield a fine pasture for stock after the 
corn is gathered. 
When drilling for 


this purpose the later kind are best. 


Three pecks to the acre for this 


work. Peas should be sown not over 
three inches deep and the soil must bt 
dry and warm. 


When the peas begin to show signs

hay. 


Lot the vines remain as cut for at 


least twenty-four hours, to cause wilt- 
Ing, and throw into small piles or cocks 
to dry out thoroughly. 


They should not be drawn in for sev- 


eral days if weather will allow. 


If the trailing sort are planted care 


must be taken in stacking that good 
ventilation is given to prevent mold. 


A good stand will yield from one 


and one-halt to two tons per acre. 


In the north it Is a valuable drought- 


resisting plant and will grow where 
almost any other plant v/ould perish. 


Many farmers save only seed suffi- 


cient for their own use, as (he labor is 
tedious. 


The pods are picked by hand., or 


when the bush sort Is grown the plant 
is pulled and stored away until some 
convenient time when they are threshed 
out with n flail or by machine. 


If the trailing sort are wanted the 


vines arc mowed and treated as above 
Some wastage occurs in this method 
but this can be utilized in pasturing 
afterward. 


Green cow pea hay is far more nutri- 


tious; than red clover and contains less 
dry matter for total weight than any 
of the grasses or clover.

Milkweed is a deep-rooted perennial 


and where abundant 
In small grain 


fields it is rather difficult to remove. 
The plowing should always be shallow, 
as the roots arc deep seated and new 
plants spring up from where the roots 
lire cut off. The plowing should be 
followed by disking and harrowing to 
expose as many of. the roots as pos- 
sible and it should be turned into pas- 
ture as soon as possible. It is seldom 
that milkweed becomes injurious to 
pastures, as the plants lose their vital- 
ity. 
It is by continuous cropping of 


one crop that the weed becomes per- 
nicious in its character. 


Morse Nettle. 


Horse nettle is one of the most 


troublesome weeds to deal with. Like 
morning glory and milkweed, it Is a 
tleep-rooted perennial. The roots are 


to extend into the soil as much 


o growth making its appearance dur- 
ng the rest of the season. 


Cocklebur. 


The cocklebur is a serious menace to 
ultlvated crops. A largo number of 
uerles sent out to farmers brought 
nany responses. 
Tlie seed habit of 


ocklebur differs materially from that 
f many annual weeds that belong to 
he same family. 
The bur has two 


o-called seeds,, one of. which, has a. 
lightly different 'position from 
the 


ther; the seed coat, too, is slightly 
ifferent in structure, and, according 
o Dr. Crocker, this is the reason for 
elayed germination. 
Dr. Arthur in a 


tudy of the same seeds determined 
hat the opinion generally prevailing 
hat one seed will germinate one sea- 
son and the other^then the following. 
s essentially correct We have founc 
n our own work that occasionally both 
seeds germinate the same season. It is 
very plain, therefore, that if cocklebur 
occurs In the soil you cannot hope to 
destroy more than about one-half "of 
the seeds in one season, and if the 
same field Is cultivated with corn 
next year another crop of seedlings -wil 
como on. The best method of combat- 
ing the cocklebur is the rotation o. 
crops and clean culture. When a fiel( 
is in corn the field should be thoroughly 
cultivated and none of the plants al 
lowed to mature seed. If they canno 
be caught by tho cultivator, it may pay 
to kill the remaining plants with, a hoe 
or to pull them by hand. 
The corn 


should be followed with winter rye an 
then oats, using the oats as a nurs 
crop for clover and timothy. Leav 
the field In meadow for at least tw 
,-ears and then if possible turn it int 
>asture. This certainly eradicates th 
cocklebur, ragweed and many other an 
nual weeds.

Mustard. 


Nothing has done so much to remove 


mustard 
weeds from the fields of 


northwestern Iowa as the pasture and 
meadow. If grain is sown In a corn- 
Held there should have been no mus- 
tard the previous season. Having sown 
small grain on a clean field there is 
always a chance that some of the 
weeds will retain their vitality in the 
soil. If much of this mustard should 
come up it may become necessary to 
spray H with iron sulphate. Where the 
mustard is abundant this is a very ef- 
fective means of destroying the weeds.

Summer Fallow—The land is plowed 


in the 'spring, disked and kept clean 
by harrowing at least once each week 
during the entire season. Several fields 
so treated have been investigated by 
the writer and show no quack grass, 


They use a.wire breaker instead o 


knives which we use in this country 
Great care was exercised by the young 
woman In breaking up the curds.

was continually stirred very slowly 
for about thirty-five minutes, when i 
was all broken up as fine as kernel 
of corn. 


It was then pern-.ttted to settle, wher 


some of the fresh whey was removei 


iho white whey flowed fre«ly from 


the broken cheese, which was still In - 
a soft condition. The loss of fat in the 
whey was enormous, but as all tha 
whey was permitted to stand in th» 
barrels, skimmed and the butter fat 


Into whey butter, the fat was 


argely reclaimed. 


After kneading the curd was at ones 
tit back into the hoops for five mtn- 
tes with no pressure applied but the 
veight of the follower. 


The cheese were turned three times In 
he hoops at Intervals of five minutes. 
They were then put under light pres- 
ure for twenty minutes, and when this 
line was expired they were taken out 
nd bandaged. 
This was done by wrapping a piece of 


lommon cheese 
cotton around 'the 


:heese, leaving the ends exposed, and 
jver the ends separate pieces of muslin 
vere placed. 


The cheese were then put back Into 


he press, where continued pressure was 
applied for five hours. • 


The cheese that were' made in the 


evening wore pressed for two and a 
ialf hours, then the pressure was re- 
eased and the cheese were re-pressed 
in the morning for two and a half 
hours more. 


They were then taken out of the- 


hoops and the bandages removed. The 
cheese were then placed in a strong 
salt bath, where they remained threa 
and a half days, being turned dally in 
the brine. 


They were then taken from the brine 


bath and placed on the shelves, where 
they were .turned daily for a period o£ 
three weeks. ' 


The temperature of the curing room 


was from 60 to 64 degrees. . At the end 
of this three weeks they are fit:- for 
market. This cheese sells for several 
cents a pound more 
than ordinary 


cheese in our "market. A good cellar 
would make an ideal curing room for 
this kind of cheese.

Morning Glory. 


The morning glory, though a. trouble- 


some weed, does not seem to be quite 
as pernicious in its charactcr~as quack 
grass.

Cattle, sheep and hogs 
are very effective in keeping this weed 
down. One writer states that by keep- 
ing it in pasture four or five years the 
\vccd is killed. Cultivation should be 
thorough.
